“Fees of the proper amount are

Tamaqua, Lansford, Bethlehem, 
Wilkes-Barre and other cities in 
northeastern 
Pennsylvania, and 
the police forces 
are used to 
round up offenders who ignore the 
permit rules 
and do business 
without having first called at City 
Hall to take out 
their papers. 
The fees range from $25 a day in 
some cities to $10 a day in others, 
and the persons who take the per­ 
mits out are checked up to see 
that they do not canvass other 
than on the days for which they 
hold licensee. 
“This growing feeling against 
the itinerant also is voiced in op­ 
position to traveling carnivals 
and in many places, Hazleton for 
example, so high a fee is demand­ 
ed per tent that carnivals prac­ 
tically are barred. 
This was 
shown in Hazleton some time ago 
when an advance man was told 
the permit rate and figured that 
his show would cost $1100 a day 
to do business 
for tho time he 
wanted to arrange to stay here. 
‘Such a charge will keep us out 
of town,' he remarked. The coun­ 
cilman to whom ho was speaking 
replied: ‘That's 
just what we 
want.’ 
“The itinerant who takes IOO 
lH r cent of his day’s income out 
of the town is being fought with 
vigor at Bethlehem. 
There the 
police are getting two or three 
a da>\ and the fines levied are 
heavy. 
There most of the can­ 
vassers come from the nearby 
c>iy of Allentown and think they 
can quietly drop into Bethlehem, 
pick up some business and get out 
again before the authorities learn 
of their presence in tho com­ 
munity.
